AL FAVOR ANNEXATION. | 


„ BISBEE SAYS HE IS NOT WITH 


11 THE OBSTRUCTIONISTS, 


e Use of His Name Was Unauthorized, 
and He Is in Favor of a Special Election 
—Additional Signatures to the Petitions 
Coming in Numbers from All the Sub- 
urbs—The Rings of Laͤke— The Sherman 
House Meeting a Fizzle. 

L. H. Bisbee, who was named by the Hyde 
Park obstructionists at their meeting Satur- 
day evening as a member of the committee 
which is to urge before Judge Prendergast the 
desirability of postponing the election on an- 
nexation till November, will appear in the 
County Court this mor@mg to urge the sub- 
mission of the question at a special election 
to be held June 29. The use of bis name by 
the obstructionists was without his permis- 
sion or authority. Mr. Bisbee said yester- 
day: 

Jam an annexationist and for annera- 
tion as soon as it can be brought about. It 
cannot come too soon sofaraslam ccn- 
cerned. The meeting at the village-hall Sat- 
urday was ill-advised. There is no use er 
sense in dividing the annexation forces at 
this time. It is apparent that the great me- 
jority ot hyde-Parkers want annexation im 
mediately. Those who are for annexation a) 
any time ought to go with the majority. I 
believe that it is wise to submit the question 
at a special election. The question can ba 
considered in all its bearings in such a case 
It will not be mixed up with other issué@s, no* 
will its importance .be lost sight of 
amid the excitement of a scram 
ble for office. The issue is of 
sufficient moment to deserve  specia 
consideration. The question of the expense 
is a small matter. It will not exceed 810,000 
for all the suburbs. Some of the suburban 
town or school boards misappropriate a 
much of the peopie’s money at every mee 
ing. Ishall appear before Judge Prender- 
gast tomorrow to urge these views and to 
piead for a special election. 

“T understand,” continued Mr. Bisbee, 
„that three-fourths of those appointed with 
me on the committee Saturday are also for 
immediate annexation. They will refuse, 
like myself, to appear as obstructionists. I 
have no doubt that Judge Prendergast will 
order @ special election. Mr. Gregory, who 
is to appear on the other side, will represent 
no appreciable number of property-owners or 
voters of Hyde Park. The petition ot the 
annexationists now contains the names of 
4,500 Hyde Park voters—more than haif the 
registered vote of the town and nearly twice 
the number that voted for annexation two 
years ago.“ 

THE GENERAL SITUATION. 

„Mr. Bisbee’s defection has completely de- 
moralized the obstructionists,” said au an- 
nexationist yesterday. They will not be 
able to make any showing tomorrow.“ 

The Hyde-Parkers were quite active Sun- 
day and secured the names of about 2,000 
additional signatures on their petitions in 
Hyde Park Centre, Woodlawn Park, Rose- 
land, South Chicago, and Pullman. The sup- 
plemental petitions will be handed in this 
morning. 

But in this respect Lake is ahead of Hyde 
Park. Its petitions will bear the names of 
5,000 bona fide voters. Nearly every man in 
Englewood and the southern end of the town 
is for annexation. Secretary Michaels of 
the County Board said yestrday: 

I don’t know a voter in my neighborhood 
in Englewood who is not for annexation. 
They are tired of 2 Trustee govern- 
ment. The packers, Who have been opposed 
to annexation hitherto, are now for annexa- 
tion or are neutral. The change of senti- 
ment in favor of annexation is surprising. 
You may be sure that Lake will come in.” 

The intelligent people of the town say that 
annexation is the only means by which the 
political contractors’ ring in the north end 
of Lake cap be broken up. The ring con- 
trols the political machinery of the town, 
elects the town officers, and runs the town 
government as a speculation for private 
gain. No man who will not acknowledge 
allegiance to the ring of which ** Buck” Me- 
Carthy is the head and Mike“ Tierney, an 
ex-Police Justice, is the chief wirepuller can 
got an officein the town. Assessments of 
property are made on political grounds. 

The ringsters, not content with running the 
Town Government, also run the various 
School Boards. The consequence has been 
that the ‘schools have deteriorated. The 
teachers are weak; discipline is not main- 
tained; and jobbery rules the roast. In some 
of the districts a majority of the school di- 
rectors are saloonkeepers, and some of them 
are men of sorry reputations. The school 
taxes are enormous. In the Stock-Vards dis- 
strict the school rate is $3.79 per $100, or 
more than three times the Chicago school 
rate. In the Englewood district the rate is 
$4.65, or four times the Chicago rate. In the 
meantime the bonded school debt goes on in- 
creasing from year to year. The only way 
to break up this system of public plunder in 
the name of education is to vote for annexa- 
tion. The “Buck” McCarthys, Tierneys, 
Brynes, et al. will then sink to their proper 
level of ward politicians without influence or 
opportunity. Evenif some of them break 
into the Council they cannot do much mis- 
chief. The people of Lake are fully intent 
on putting an end to their malign and mis- 
chievous rule. 

LAKE VIEW ENTHUSIASM. 

Despite Mayor Boldenweck's attempt to 
obstruct the annexation movement in his 
burg it grows apace. F. C. De Lang, Secre- 
tary of the Lake View Annexation Commit 
tee, circulated petitions for annexation yes- 
verday in accordance with the resolutions 
adopted at Saturday’s meeting. He says: 

‘It had been said that only the Fullerton 
avenue, Lincoln avenue, and lake shore dis- 
tricts were in favor of annexation. To test 
this question I visited Gross Park in com- 
pany with a German speaking friend. I went 
right among the people in their homes and 
found that they were almost to a man in ta- 
vor of annexation. It really surprised me 
how anxious they were to sign the petition. 
They even took it around and were anxious 
that all their triends shouid have an oppor- 
tunity to sign. You can say that Gross Park

UNDER POPISH Dirie 


4 Boston Preacher Says the Newspapers 
Are Controlled by the Jesults. 
Boston, Mass., May 20.—[Specia!.]—Prof. 
Luther Townsend of Boston University cre- 
ated a sensation at the meeting of the Con- 
gregational ministers today by a savage on- 
slaught upon the press of this country. Dr. 
Townsend has been active during the last 
winter in the crusade against Catholics that 
has been prosecuted in certain quarters here, 
and now he turns upon the American news- 
papers and charges them with being under 
Papal domination. Said he: “The editorial 
rooms of America and Great Britain are ser- 
vilely bound to the Roman Catholic Church. 
In Boston reports of Protestant meetings are 
suppressed and those of Catholic meetings 
flaunted before the public. There is not one 
of the large newspapers of this city that has 
not been working almost constantiy in tne 
interests of Romanism during the several 
months of the late Protestant-Jesuit contro- 
versy.

FITZGERALD IS BEATEN. 


CONGRESS STREET TO BE WIDENED 
DESPITE OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 


Mayor Cregier Vetoes the Repealing Ordt- 
nance and Is Sustained by a Vote of 27 
to 18—Whel&o’s Futile Frenzy—The 
Designating Ordinance, After a Stormy 
Discussion, Made a Special Order for 
Next Monday—Policemen for Cable 
Road Crossings. 


Mayor Cregier knocked out the Bill Fitz- 
gerald repealing ordinance last, night by his 
first veto message. The Mayor read nis 
message himself immediately after the 
Council was called to order. It is as follows: 

GENTLEMEN: Feb. 4 last an ordinance was 
passed by your honorable body providing for the 
widening of Congress street from State street to 
Michigan avenue. The record shows that the 
usual proceedings required by law were com- 
menced in the Circuit Court of Cook County 
March 1, 1889. At the last meeting of your hon- 
vrable body, held the 13th inst., an ordinance was 
passed repealing the ordinance referred to, 
thereby annulling all prior proceedings in the 
matter. 

Having carefully considered the subject I sub - 
mit herewith to your honorable body my views 
and conclusions. a 

I believe it would be well if all our business 
streets were wider than they now are. Had our 
predecessors realized that Chicago would have a 
million or more inhabitants more space would 
have been allotted to those streets than has 
been given. In the case under consideration 
there is a strong inducement to avail ourselves 
of the opportunity to provide for the future by 
widening Congress street besause of the demand 
by the present extensive improvements on that 
street and in the vicinity, and for others likely to 
follow. 

The great Auditorium Buildimg, now nearing 
completion, as is well known, was conceived and 
erected by several hundred of our public spirited 
citizens; and, although technically a private en- 
terprise, it has become of a quasi public nature. 
The magnitude of the great edifice and the policy 
of those who built and control it leads me to be- 
lieve it is designed mainly for the purpose of pro- 
moting the welfare of the public at large; of add- 
ing to the name and fame of Chicago; of provid- 
ing facilities unequaled by any structure of the 
American Continent if not in the world for large 
gatherings of the people of our own immediate 
vicinity as well as those from abroad, and afford- 
ing unsurpassed opportunities for free or inex- 
pensive musical ana other entertainments on a 
grand scale for the masses of a refining and edu- 
cational character. These important and ina 
large measure public considerations shouid en- 
list the hearty codperation and interest of all 
thoughtful citizens, 


DEMANDS OF SAFETY. 

Congress street, on which the main entrances 
and exits of the Auditorium are located, is but 
sixty-six feet wide. The sidewaiks on each side 
of the street are fourteen feet wide, leaving a 
roadway thirty-eight feet wide from curb to curb. 
These dimensions are not deemed commensu- 
rate with the requirements of the safety, control, 
and convenience of the vast crowds of people and 
vehicles which may be expected to congregate 
in and around a structure having a capacity to 
seat 5,000 auditors, and at mes a far greater 
number of people, to leave the building possibly 
under tne influence of a panic, emerging into a 
street crowded with vehicles. Under such con- 
ditions danger to human life would be immi- 
nent. The only means to guard against such a 
contingency and meet even the ordinary demands 
of vast gatherings is plenty of street room. To 
this end the new ordinance now in force con- 
templates widening r street to 100 feet. 
requiring thirty-four feet be taken from the 
south lime thereof, the cost of which is to be 
assessed upon the property benefited in that sec- 
tion of the city. 

From personal inspection of the street I 
and a considerable portion. of the land re- 
quired for the widening is vacant, 
while the remainder is occupied by eight ordi- 
nary Gwellings. There are no modern or ex- 
pensive structures on the line; hence, if the 
street is to be widened the present is the most 
favorable time to determine the question. 

PETITIONS FOR WIDENING. 

I have reason to believe that a large majority 
of the owners whose property will be as- 
sessed for the cost of the improvement are 
in favor of the proposed widening. I am 
led to this belief by a petition of the owners of 
1,760 feet frontage in the immediate vicinity 
favoring the improvement. This includes a ma- 
jority of the property frontage oa Congress street 
from State to Michigan avenue, aggregating 702 


feet. Nearly all, however, is on the 
north side of the street. It is proper 
to state, also, that there is a pe- 
tition signed by the owners of 287.5 feet 


on the south side of Congress street, protesting 
against widening. A portion of this latter is 
owned by parties residing in the States of Massa- 
chusetts ana Wisconsin, respectively. It is fair 
co assume that those non-residents are 


not so much influenced dy local pride 
or local pudlie welfare as our own 
citizens. Nevertheless they, like our 


own citizens, are entitled to be heard, and the 
laws governing the matter will protect each and 
every property-owner in his just and legal rights. 
While the court will adjudisate upon the pecu- 
niary features involved in the case, we should 
not forget that the city as such is in- 
terested in all proper and legitimate en- 
terprises, public or private, which tend 
to promote the growth and prosperty of Chicago. 
Hence the proper authorities should with a wise 
discretion foster and encourage all improve- 
ments by such just and liberal legislation as will 
secure the greatest good to the greatest num- 


ber.

In the 
cago I do not recall a measure of 
a similar character where public inter- 


est and the desire of most of the private indi- 
viduals directly and pecuniarily affected seem 
so united in favor of the proposed improvement, 
Entertaining these views expressed upon the 
question referred ta, Iam led to the conclusion 
that the provisions of the ordinance passed Feb. 
4 last are for the best interests of the city and of 
the people and should be permitted to take the 
course provided by law. I therefore deem it my 
duty to return to you, without approval, the 
ordinance repealing the ordinance for widening 
Congress street from State to Michigan avenue.

Ald. Horner presented an order directing 
the Commissioner of Public Works to pro- 
ceed with the work of lighting the outlying 
districts of the city not provided with gas- 
lamps with gasoline, in accordance with the 
estimates presented at the last meeting of 
the Council. The rules were suspended for 
action on the order. Campbell tried to work 
ina dilatory substitute. It was ruled out, 
and Dixon came to the succor of Horner ana 
pointed out that the adoption of the order 


would save $30,000 to the city as compared 


with last year. The motion was then unani- 
mously adopted, and a looby of oil agents re- 
tired from the Council chamber.

Rvau presented 
an order for an ordinance preventing picnics 
within the city limits, except in the parks 
by permission of the Commissioners, after 
October next. Section 25 of Jefferson, recent- 
ly annexed, was made a portion of the Fif- 
teenth Ward by suitable ordinance. The 
Mayor appointea Albert Toemmen as pound- 
keeper for the North Division. The appoint- 
ment was concurred in. An order was pre- 
sented by Ald. Lyke to prevent the Pan- 
Handle Road from unloading oil on the West 
Side tracks. It was adopted. | 


TO ELECT TOWNSHEND’S SUCCESSOR, 


The Outlook for the Election in the Nine- 
teenth Congressional District Today. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 20.— [Special. — The 
Democrats do not seem to be at all pleased 
with the outlook in the Nineteenth Cougres- 
sional District, and while they believe Will- 
iams’ election certain do not claim more than 
2,000 plurality. Some of them say it will not 
be over 1,500, and there are some enthusias- 
tic Republicans who claim it will not be ths 
and that Ridgway may come nearer winning 


than Williains’ friends ahticipate. The aiffi- 


culty seems to be in correctly estimating the 
strength of Steele, the candidate of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benevolent Association: It 
may be that his following will reduce the 
plurality of Williams materially, and as the 
Republicans have been making a quiet and 
thorough canvass the Democrats may really 
be said to be scared.

SHAWNEETOWN, II., May 20.—[Special.]— 
The Congressional election in the Nineteenth 
District takes place tomorrow. It is for a 
successor to the late Dick Townshend. Cleve- 
land's majority in the district last fall was 
3,100. The candidates, in the field are J. R. 
Williams of Carmi (Dem.); Thomas S. Ridg- 
way of Shawneetown (Rep.); J. P. Steele of 
Mount Vernon, publisher of a paper; and 
William G. S. Showers of Equality, the Pro- 
hibition nominee. The fatt that Williams 
and Townshend had a bitter tignt in two con- 
ventions has made some feeling against Wil- 
1ams in his own party. This in connection 
with the wide personal acquaintance and 
great popularity of Ridgway has led many 
Republicans to believe that Ridgway might 
possibly be elected.

SHE CHARGES CON SPIRACY 


MES. AYER’S ACCUSATIONS AGAINST 
MR, SEYMOUK AND OTHERS, 


Sensational A fMfidavits Read in a New York 
Court-Room — Allegations Made That 


Attempts Were Made to Polson Har- 


riet Hubbard While She Was in Ger- 
many—The Defendants, However, Deny 
the Charges and Make Some Strong 
Assertions. 

New York, May 20.—[Special.]—The Herald. 
has a sensational story, which was set forta. 
in the affidavits read before Judge Daly in 
the Court of Common Pieas today. Mrs. 
Harriet Hubbard Ayer makes the charge of 
conspiracy against James M. Seymour of the 
firm of Seymour, Baker & Co. The matter 
came into court on a motion made 
— 8 Stephen H. Ohn for 

ujunction restraining Mr. Seymour 
individually and as Assistant . of 
the Recamiers Manufacturing Company; A. 
Lewis Seymour, his son, individually and as 
Treasurer of the company; and Mrs. Harriet 
T. Seymour, Mrs. Ayer’s danghter, from dis- 
posing of 498 shares of the company’s stock. 
The Recamier Company was organized in 
April, 1887. “According to the Herald's story, 
Mrs. Ayer and Mr. Seymour had been inti- 
mate friends for years, and when he offered. 
to place her business on a firm financial basis 
as a stock company she readily consented. 
One thousand shares were issued at a 
par value of $50 each. Ot these Mrs. Ayer 
retained 470; she gave thirty to a friend; one 
share was given to her prospective son-in- 
law, Lewis Seymour, and another to one of 
his clerks, named Albert W atson, and the 
others went to Mr. James M. Seymour. In 
December, 1888, shortly after the marriage 
of her daughter, Mrs. Ayer sailed for 
Europe with the intention of visiting 
her daughter Margaret, a child of 12, 
who was residing in Stuttgart under the 
care of Miss Bianche Howard, the novelist, 
75 ene as a. governess aud instructress.. 

r. Seymour, Mrs. Ayer solemnly declares, 
wished to gain control of her stock and oust 
her from the Presidency of her company. 
To attain his end he resolved to destroy her 
health and reason. While she was in Stutt- 
gart she says he caused sulfonal to be given 
her by his minions, and he has since falsely 
sworn that it was by her physician’s direc- 
tions. As he did not succeed in his endeavors 
to poison her as quickly as he had hoped, 
she alleges he sent bogus cablegrams to ner 
to induce her to remain abroad and sup- 
pressed those her friends intended for her. 
These statements are supported by affidavits 
of female servants.. In pursuance. of the 
“conspiracy a meeting of the trustees of 
her company was held without giving her 
any notice and Mr. Seymour was elected 
Assistant Treasurer. She alleges that in 
December, to obtain letters and writ- 
ings which she held as evidence of 
the payment in full of the loan of $50,000 
and to get possession of the cipher code 
by which it was possible to read the formula 
for manufacturing her toilet preparations, 
Seymour went to her residence on Thirteenth 
street and opened the trunks and bags in 
which the papers were kept for safe keepme. 
On her return home in February she found 
that her bag was cut open, her trunks broken, 
and hercipher code was missing. During 
her absence, she asserts, he obtained posses-. 
sion of other papers belonging to her by pre- 
senting a forged order to Dr. J. W. Pinkham

The steamship. Delta, Capt. Shaw, which 
arrived Sunday trom Port au Paix, brought 
news of a battle fought April 24, when Gen.

Heur De Paul of the South at Every with 450 
men. Legitime's troops were driven to 
tne mountains, leaving eighty-three dead 
upon the field. Hyppolite's troops captured 
four canoon, one Gatling gun, and took twen- 
ty-eight prisoners, twelve of whom were 
shot. The remainder were reserved for the 
rack, Hyppolite’s favorite method of getting 
information. 

Anotner battle took place the 29th. Gen. 
Borgen attacked the Southern troops at Fort 
Benoit and captured the town and a number 
of field pieces. There was great rejoicin 
in the North over the success attend- 
ing Hyppolite’s troops, now in possession 
of all the important points. One division of 
Hy ppolite's army marched from the vicinity 
of St. Marie to Petite Riviere and then to 
Verettes. Battles took place at both towns, 
resulting in the utter rout of the South- 
ern soldiers. Nothing but Legitime's down- 
fall will satisfy Hyppolite, and tne Northern 
General even offered to fight a duel with the 
leader of the South, the iate of the war to 
rest on that combat.

INSPECTING THE CITY 

The visitors began to grow interested.

The 
roads were good, they were lined with shade 
trees in many places, and the country was 
beautifully rolling. | 

“Since the discovery of natural gas two 
years ago twenty-one manufacturing enter- 
prises have located in Kokomo,” said a sta- 
tistical citizen. “ They have a total capital 
of $1,362,000, and employ 1,698 operatives.” 

Tne first stop was at a straw-board factory. 
The buildings were new, and no smoke is- 
sued from the tall chimney-shaft to soil the 
fresh brick. 

We have a battery of 7 boilers,”’ said 
one of the proprietors. . ** With coal, our fuel 
would cost us from $12,000 to $15,000 a year. 
We get natural gas free for five years—the 
inducement made to bring us here—and after 
that it will cost. us about $500 a year.

Our 
total saving is from $16,000 to $19,000 a year 
which is from 8 to 94¢ per cent on our capital 
of $200,000. The saving makes us inde- 
pendent of the Straw-Board Trust.” 

A wood pulp factory and paper mill, using 
the pulp, were visited. The two works ad- 
join. white poplar * passes into the 
zrinder of the factory and in one hour issues 
from the polisher of the mill as white paper. 

„Both concerns run night as weli as day,“ 
said those in charge. We are ciosed only 
from 6 o'clock Sunday morning to 6 o’cloc 
Monday morning. The pulp factory will 
triple its capacity in the summer to keep up 
with the paper mill. Natural gas is booming 
us. 5 

At a bit works. next seen, an improvement 
was shown in the appliances for utilizing the 
gas.

‘By reason of the 
more equable heat in our melting pots, due 
to natural gas as compared with coal, and 
the absence of ashes and smoke, we are en- 
abled to produce a clearer and more evenly 
tempered glass than any factory using coal. 
With our present capacity we cannot supply 
the demand. We are making 3.500 boxes a 
month.” 

The foundations for a large safe and steel- 
range Manufactory, now in Cincinnati, 
were inspected. It is under contract with 
Kokomo to employ from 300 to 500 workmen.

Some Famous Bridges. 
Coalbrookdale Bridge, England, 1s the first cast 
iron bridge. It was buiit over tne Severn in 
1779. 

The eovered bridge at Pavia, over the Ticino, 
was built in the fourteenth century. The roof is 
held by 100 granite columns. 0 

The bridge at Havre de Grace, over the Sus- 
quehanna, 1s 3.271 feet long, and is divided into 
twelve wooden spans, resting on granite piers. 

The bridge of a, Trinity at Fiorence was 
built in 1569. Itis feet long. constructed of 
white marble, and stands nnrivaied as a work of 


art. 

The cantilever bridge, over the Niagara, is built 
almost entirely of steel. Its length is 810 feet, 
— gs weight is 3,000 tons, and the cost was 


The Rialto at Venice is said to have been built 
from the designs of Michael Angelo. It is a sin- 
cle marble arch, 9844 feet long, and was com- 
pleted in 1591. 

The Bridge of Sighs at Venice, over which con- 
demned prisoners were transported from the 
hall of — to the place of execution, was 
buiit in 

The bridge at Burton, over the Trent, was for- 
merly the longest bridge in England, being 1,545 
feet. It is now partially removed. Built in the 
twelfth century. 

Tay Bridge, eid bridge over the Tay at Dun- 
dee, destroyed Dec. 28, 1879. New bridge, about 
two miles iong, has eighty-five piers; hight above 
— water, seventy-seven feet. 

he Niagara Suspension Bridge was built b 
Roebling in 1852-55 at a cost of 000. Itis 
foet above the water, 821 feet long, and the 
strength is estimated at 1,200 tons. 

The new London Bridge is constructed ot gran- 
ite from the designs of L. Rennie. It was com- 
menced in 1824 and completed in about seven 
years at a cost of $7,290,000. 

Clifton Suspension Bridge. at Bristol, has a span 
of 703 feet at a hight of feet above the water. 
The carriage-way is 20 feet wide and the footway 
5½ feet wide. Cost, $500,000. 

The Britannia Bridge crosses the Menai Strait, 
Wales, at an elevation of 103 feet above high 
water. Itis of wrought iron, 1,511 teet long, and 
was finished in 1850. Cost, $3,000,000.

BEARS OF CORN ARE JUBILANT, 


The Corn Bins of the Country Opened ia 
Earnest—Quiet Wheat Markets. 

Everything favored a break in wheat at the 
opening of the market. The weatner was all 
that could be desired for the growing crops, and 
weak markets abroad gave little hope for higher 
prices, The early transactions took no apparent 
notice of those bearish indications, and were at 
first on a par with Saturday’s closing figures, 
but later local speculators ran the price up from 
27 cents for July at the start to 77½ cents. The 
offerings, however, swamped the bulls, and left 
them struggling under a loss of three-eighths 
of a cent compared with Saturday’s closing 
prices for July. 

May wheat, owing to present scarcity of good 
wheat ‘and a decrease of 1,508,000 bushels in 
the visible supply, scorea a gain of half a cent 
in the face of a decline of about as much for 
July. Hutchinson was a buyer at the start, and 
a seller later on; Irwin, Green & Co. bought 100,- 
000 bushels at 77% cents, supposed to be for him, 
and around Tu cents he was a free seller, while 
just at the close, when the prices had gotten down 
to 7646 cents, he started buying again. 

The corn bins of the country have been opened 
in earnest; 1,075 cars were inspected into store 
here since Saturday. and yesterday's estimates 
were that somewhere in the neighborhood of 
1,400 cars will tax the absorptive powers of the 
market today. Many prominent commission 
houses were dumping previously bought corn. 
In the midst of tne selling fever came the state- 
ment of the visible supply, showing a decrease, 
notwithstanding the heavy receipts, of 1,539,000 
bushels, and this cooled the heated atmosphere 
of the pit, with the result that prices in the end 
were 4 exactly where they left off Satur- 
day. Vessels were chartered to ship out 635,000 
bushels. Oats were dull and featureless and pro- 
visions were mildly bearish in tone, with a de- 
cline of from5 to 10 cents in pork and 2% cents 


in lard.

The moment liable citizens learn that stay- 

ing away from the polis is not the sure way 
of dodging jury service they will recom- 
mence voting; but ir the Legislature tells 
them it is a certain mode of escaping that 
duty year by year more men will quit voting, 
and soon none will go to the poils save those 
who are exempts or unfit to be jurors. Then 
there will be a pretty condition of affairs. 
When only jury exempts elect members of 
the Legislature, Aldermen, and other city, 
county, and State officers what kind of ma- 
terial will they choose? It is the fear of 
these inevitable results that will force all re- 
flecting men to vote against the bill it ever 
submitted to them for adoption unless that 
section is stricken out. 

There is alsb a question as to the constitu- 
tionality of the provision in question. Jury 
service is a duty, as much so as military serv- 
ice in case of war. At present none are freed 
by law from this jury service except those 
who are incapable of performing it, or the 
exempts like firemen, policomen, lawyers, 
militiamen, et., who are supposed to be 
serving the public in some other capacity. 
To say that only those who vole shall be jurors 
is to divide the el:gibles intg two classes and 
suy one of them sbail and o her shall not 
serve. It would be as unjust to those who 
do vote to throw an extra share of jury work 
on them as would be a provision in a con- 
scription act that only those who actually 
voted should be drafted. It is better not to 
put such a dubious provision in a law and 
then have the Supreme Court reverse the 
verdict in some big case on account of it. 

Any practice of restricting the drawing of 
jurors to the list of names on the last poll- 
book should be condemned by law, and the 
Commissioners should be instructed and or- 
dered to search out and put down on the 
jury list the names of all legal voters, wheth- 
er they vote or noi. It is against public pol- 
icy to discourage yoting. It is impolitic 
to discourage men from performing their 
political duties, and certainly no law should 
be enacted the effect of which would be to 
punish legal,citizens for exercising the right 
of suffrage and to reward them for not help- 
ing in the work of self-government. Let the 
bill be amended to conform to public policy 
and to encourage citizens to discharge their 
political duties rather than to deter and dis- 
courage om

MORE ARKANSAS OUTRAGES. 

Apparently emboldened by the immunity 
from any penalty which the murderers of 
Clayton are enjoying, the work of killing off 
Republicans goes merrily on in Arkansas. 
The killing this time grew out of an election 
for school directors at Forest, City, in tbe 
preliminary canvass of Which Mr. A. M. 
Neely, a colored Republican, member of the 
State Central Committee and of the 
Executive Committee, had taken too prom- 
ment a part to suit the Bourbons. On 
the day of the election he was in- 
veigied into a quarrel with a white 
man, which soon became so serious that he 
appeaied to the ex-Sheriffof the place for 
protection. At this a perfect fusillade of bul- 
lets Was fired at him, the result of which 
was that the son of the Sheriff, who had 
come to his father’s rescue, the acting Sher- 
iff, and the Town Marshal were killed. 
Neely made his escape temporarily and 
sought refuge in his office with his father 
and brother. A Sheriff’s posse followed 
them up and arrested the latter, but did not 
stop to arrest Neely himself. He was simply 
riddled with bullets. 

The outcome of this bloody work is the old 
familiar one. Weare told all is now quiet 
und itis thought there will be no further 
trouble in Forest City. Of course not. The 
Governor is there. The militia are ready to 
move. The white mob is in possessiou. If 
there is any further trouble all it will be 
necessary to do is to kill some more Repu» 
licans. The latter must be taught not only 
that they cannot vote but that they must 
not take any part in an election canvass. The 
lines are drawn rigidly in Arkansas. A can- 
didate tor Congress even must not contest 
tor the seat out of which he has been de- 
frauded. Repudlicans evidentiy are to be 
made to understand that they must not ex- 
press political preferences, that they must 
not hold office, and that they must not vote. 
If they insist upon it let them remember 
Clayton and Neely. 

The white mob of Forest City had an ob- 
ject lesson in the maintenance of white su- 
premacy only a day or two previously at 
Gretna, La., where, because of a row weeks 
before ‘between a white fire company and a 
few negroes which could have been settled 
by any Justice of the Peace in an hour if ar- 
rests had been made by the authorities, a 
wholesale killing of negroes occurred. But 
the arrests were not made. The white mob 
bided its time, and when the tims came, 
more than a week after the original provoca- 


drove others out of the place, and then burned 
their church, schoolhouse, and residences. 
That we have not overstated the case we 
quote the following comment from the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat: There was no jus- 
tification of the wrong done the innocent 
when the guilty could not be found, and the 
men who did the burning and shooting, by 
the escape of the guilty men, were left with- 
out the shadow of an excuse for their ac 
tion.” We quote also from the Charieston 
(S. C.) News and Courier: However strong 


our sympathies with the whites in this and 


all other troubles between the races, we can 
find nothing in the conduct ot the armed 
white mob at Gretna deserving of approval. 
It was a brutal and bloody exercise of power, 
without excuse in law or morals, and is to be 
The affair at 
Forest City, like that at Gretna and that 
at Lafayette, was wanton, unjustifiable, 
diabolical cruelty practiced upon the weaker 
race by the stronger to intimidate them from 
making any further claim for the enjoyment 
of their civil and political rights, and kept 
up because there is neither the disposition 
nor the courage on the part of the author- 
ities to stop the bloody business. The only 
compensation in the matter is that the 
Southern mobs week by week are furnishing 
the warrant themselves for National inter- 
ference to enforce the laws and the consti- 
tutional amendments so far as the National 
rights of every citizen, black or white, are 
involved. As tothe prospect of justice in 
local relations they seem hopeless. In this 
connection we quote the following from a 
private letter written by a white Republican 
in Mississippi, who is a contestant for a seat 
in Congress, out of which he has been cheated. 
He says: “I wish our Republican friends 
north of Mason and Dixon’s line could 
more fully understand our condition iu this 
land of Dixie. I have been a resident of this 
town and State for tie last thirty years, but 
the fact that I am a Republican brings down

IS A PANIC COMING! 
Some of the Eastern papers are discussing 
the possibility of a panic in the near future. 
It is fair to them to say they do not seem to 
take kindly to the suggestion, which is 
broached by a few veteran observers of the 
course of trade and speculauon whose prin- 
cipal reason therefor hes in the reflection 
that such panics have come at nearly stated 
intervals. Ergo, they think another is near- 
ly due, having been too long deferred. The 
last real one occurred in September, 1873, 
whereas the interval between several previ- 

ous ones was only about ten years. 

The best answer that can be made to these 
gloomy forebodings is to say that there can 
be no panic without a previous inflation, that 
only a partial expanding of the gas-bag has 
been experienced in the United States since 
the collapse referred to, and that it has al- 
ready met with its reaction. In other words, 
the prophets of evil are out of date, as being 
unable to recognize the changing signs of the 
times. Without knowing it they have passed 
through as much of a panic as was demanded 
by the partial rocket-like elevations iu prices 
that have occurred since the general break- 
up of sixteen years ago. Several land booms 
have spent their force within the last four 
years. In the latter half of that time 
raliroad stocks have experienced such a 
severe shrinkage that none but the most 
rabid bears profess to look for a further de- 
cline,.and the current of speculative feeling 
is setting in the other way because of a wide- 
spread conviction that railroad mismanage- 
ment has gone so far as to have invited an 
effectual check by prominent owners of the 
properties, and also for the reason that the 
prospect of abundant crops this year holds 
out the promise of a business sufficiently ac- 
tive to materially lessen the temptation to a 
destructive cutting of rates. The prices of 
most descriptions of produce are well down 
towards figures which have proved to be béd- 
rockin panic times, The copper and lead 
booms have collapsed, bringing loss only to 
those able to bear it without involving fail- 
ure of others. Iron and steel rails are 
selling at about the lowest prices ever 
known. There is no plethora of manutact- 
uring industry to inflate wages to the burst- 
ing point and foreshadow the shutting down 
of establishments on agrand scale by the 
cessation of demand. The Panama Canal 
bubble has burst, with the exhaustion of lit- 
tle besides surplus capital, which it is already 
proved can be spared without detriment to 
industrial activities either in the Old World 
or the New. And the possibility of a break- 
up in a few existing trusts is far from being 
a menace to commercial prosperity among 
the people at large. On the contrary, such 
an event would but widen out the area of 
manufacturing ag commercial activities by 
increasing the actual capital and the number 
of workers employed in meeting the demand 
for consumption. 

Furthermore, there has been no exhaust- 
ing war in this country or in Europe from 
the effects of which either country has not 
recovered, and in the United States the 
soundness of the currency basis furnishes an 
element of stability that was lacking at the 
time of ali the historical panics in this coun- 
try. It is true that in 1873 our currency was 
sound, but it was at a discount, and the prob- 
ability of a speedy further change in specie 
vaiue had a great deal to do with the uncer- 
tainty that repressed enterprise at the time 
and keptitnear the minimum for several 
years, till it was judged practicable as well 
as desirable to return to specie payments. 
Since then the people have demon- 
strated their ability to pass through 
panics in specialties without allowing 
them to become general, and it appears 
probable nothing short of an afflictive dispen- 
sation of Providence in the shape of devas- 
tating war, terrible pestilence, or widespread 
crop failure will prevent this from being the 
rule for the future. The folks who have 
money to spare may invest it in fancy securi- 
ties which entail loss upon the holders, but 
this phase can scarcely be. more prevalent 
than has been the unwise speculation in 
stocks and produce which has made a com- 
paratively few poor in recent years. The 
growing conservatism of the community as 
a whole, or perhaps rather the increas- 
ing intelligence of its financial repre 
sentatives, will probably be found sufficiently 
comprehensive to ward off general panic in 
the years to come, if such can only occur, as 
in the past, through an unwise inflation of 
quoted values. 


THE SUPREME COURT ON BALLOT REFORM. 

It is a settled practice with the Federal Su- 
preme Court not to undertake the decision of 
political questions or even to express an opin- 
ion in regard to such issues. Whenever such 
questions are involved in a private lawsuit 
the Supreme Court follows without question 
the decisions of the political departments of 
the Government and refuses to be brought 
into collision with the President or Congress 
unless called upon to decide a purely judicial 
issue. One of the most remarkable illustra- 
tions of this rule was in the legal tender 
cases, where the court said the entire ques- 
tion regarding the issue of greenbacks was 
one of policy, to be determined by Congress 
in the exercise of its political pow- 
ers and not afterwards to be re- 
viewed or passed upon by the courts. The 
Justices of the Supreme Court abstain so 
strictly from participation in political dis- 
cussions that they rarely so much as declare 
that any varticular political danger does or 
does not exist, or that any reform is or is not 
required. When this practice is borne in mind 
it can be seen that unusual weight shoula be 
allowed the following declaration of the Su- 
preme Court made in a comparatively recent 
case which involved a crime against the 
ballot: 


If the recurrence of such acts [frauds against 
the ballot] are too common in one quarter of 
the country and give omen of danger from law- 
less violence, the free use of money in élections 
arising from the vast growttli.of recent wealth in 
other quarters presents equal cause for anxiety. 


It was well that the Supreme Court, speak- 
ing through Justice Miller, should forego its 
habit of ignoring political questions and call 
the attention of the country in this impress- 
ive manner to the dangers from the corrup- 
tion of the suffrage in the money centres of 


the ballot in the South. Plutocracy, vote- 
buying, bribery, and corruption go together 
in the Eastern money centrés and present a 
danger “ arising from the vast growth of re- 


of the ballot, while in the South manhood 
suffrage is nullified by organized political 
rime. Only four years ago the country saw 
the rotten vote of New York added to the 
lawless poll of the South and Cleveland put 
in the chair which a fair vote would have 
given to Blaine. For four years a minority 
President sat in the White House, and so 
far as the office of Chief Magistrate was 
concerned the will of a majority of tne people 
was inoperative. Last fail this combuina- 
tion between the fraud-ruled South and the 
corrupt City of New York had to be faced 
again, but fortunately was defeated by the 
vote cast in the rural portions of the State 
of New York, where grass grows and water 
runs. But this organized conspiracy to cor- 
rupt the suffrage and establish minority 
tyranny must be met again.. The triumph of 
the Democratic party still depends on carry-

In calling attention to the ballot-box frauds 
in the South and to “the free use of money 
in elections arising from tne vast growth of 
recent wealth in other quarters” the Bu- 
preme Court affirmed the power of Congress 
to take control of all National elections and 
protect them from fraud and violence in 
every section of the Union. The question 
of wholly divorcing National from Btate 
elections and putting the former under the 
exclusive control of Federal officials must be 
met. The power to establish a distinct sys- 
tem of National elections under National 
control exists, and it can be used to destroy 
organized political crimes against the suf- 
frage, North as well as South. 


NO HOPE FOR THE HEATHEN. 

If the Presbyterian Church, whose General 
Assembly is now in session at New York, 
should decide to tone down the Confession 
of Faith by modifying its harsher passages 
about the predestination of some to ever- 
lasting life and the foreordination of the 
masses to everlasting death, it might do well 
to go a little farther and change some other 
passages which in the light of modern 
thought seem somewhat severe. Oneof the 
specifications on which Prof. Swing. was 
tried fifteen years ago charged him with 
having said he doubted not that Penelope 
and Socrates would receive a sweeter wel- 


come at Heaven's gate than greeted Cath- 


erine the Second of Russia, even though she 
held to a belief in a Savior, which the 
former did not. This was plainly heretical, 
for the Confession of Faith says: 


Much less can men not professing the Chris- 
tian religion be saved in any other way whatso- 
ever, be they never so. diligent to frame their 
lives according to the light of nature and the 
law of that religion they do profess; and to 4as- 
sert and maintain that they may is pernicious, 
and to be detested, 


That is not the wayin which most men 
now look at it, They cannot see why be- 
cause of Adam’s “allegorical fall“ the 
myriads of Mohammedans, Buddhists, Brah- 
mans, and followers ot Confucius who lead 
moral lives should be peremptorily sent to 
eternal fire with no chance of escape unless 
some good Americans or Muglishmen send a 
missionary their way who lives there long 
enough to learn their language and teach 
them the path to righteousness. The great 
theologians who drew up the Confession of 
Faith saw nothing harsh in it, however. 
They declared that good works done by an 
unregenerate man, though things which 
“God commands and of good use both to 
themselves and others, cannot please God, 
and are therefore siuful.“ 

The rising generation also takes exception 
to the following declaration of tne Confes- 
sion, and is not prepared to subscribe to it: 


As for those wicked and ungodly men whom 
God as a righteous judge for former sins doth 
blind and harden, from them He sometimes also 
withdraweth the gifts which they had, and ex- 
poseth them to such objects as their corruption 
makes occasion of sin and withal gives them over 
to the power of Satan. 


The majority now have no such faith in Di- 
vine interference of that kind. They may 
believe God hardened the heart of Pharaoh, 
but they cannot believe He does it witn the 
offenders of today ana thus deprives them of 
all hope of reformation. There are many 
other passages in the Confession which they 
would like to see changed, but some of them 
are merely metaphysical subtleties which no 
one professes now to understand, and which 
perhaps do no harm; but those which teach 
80 positively the damnation of a large and 
often respectable portion of the human race 
they are anxious to see biotted out. They 
believe that future salvation and damnation 
depend on the personal conduct of men while 
on earth. 


THE BUTLER-PORTER ENGAGEMENT. 

It is apparent that during the long calm 
succeeding the first exchange of courtesies 
between Gen. Butier and Aamiral Porter the 
former was not idle. Old “squint eye“ was 
only taking a good aim and has now fired 
a whole broadside of double-shotted guns at 
the enemy. The scene of operawons 1s trans- 
ferred from the Mississippi River forts to 
Fort Fisher. It was an unlucky moment for 
the Admiral when it occurred to him to 
quote Gen. Graut's opinion of Butler, as it 
gave the latter the opportunity to bring out 
che singular letter from Porter to Secretary 
Welles in which Porter expressed such con- 
temptuous opinions of Gen. Grant as a soidier, 
and to expose the manner in which he sub- 
sequently tried to crawfish out of it and 
finally had to acknowledge it at the cost of 
much personal dignity and self-respect in 
his efforts to secure his present position. 

The area of the contest is broadening. It 
jumps from the Mississippi to the Cape Fear 
River of North Carolina, but it would be un- 
safe to infer that Butler has got throngh 
with the incident at Forts St. Philip and 
Jackson. Porter hit Ben in a tender spot 
when he referred to thé “bottling up,“ and 
Ben replies straight from the shoulder. 
Grands sarcastic allusion to Butler seems 
of slight consequence when compared with 
Porter’s attempt to malign and defame Grant 
and his subsequent feat in crawling out to 
get his life position. It is now Porter’s 
turn. No one can say where the two 
old gentiemen will appear in the next 
round, but it is safe to guess that 
it will not be on Cape Fear River, and that 
we have heard the last of the bottling busi- 
ness, unless the Admiral’s hide is tougher 
than the average, It looks like first blood 
and knockdown for Ben. Meanwhile it 
would be agreeable to the public if they 
would get back to the Mississippi River forts 
and the occupation of New Orieans. What 
it wants to know is whether Admiral Porter 
was really frightened by an imaginary Rebel 
ram and whether he did run down the river 
and out into the guif, leaving the transports 
unprotectea.

TIN PLATE MAKING IN CHICAGO. 

Commenting on the statement of Mr. O. 
W. Potter, President of the North Chicago 
Rolling-Mill Company, that “we are much 
nearer the manufacture of tin plate than 
most people suppose,” the Mining and Engi- 
necring Journal speaks favorably of the pros- 
pects and calls attention to the fact that 
there is no secret or mystery involved in the 
manufacture of tin plate, and no reason why 
the industry should be a monopoly in pouth 
Wales. In fact at Bilbao, in Spain, an Eu- 
glish firm has already established tin plate 
works and the venture is said to be highly 
profitable. The Jnginering Journal says: 
“ The field here is a grand one, and once suc- 
cessful will be a most welcome outlet for 
part of our growing iron product.” It also 
claims that even if the tin ore deposits in the 
Biack Hills shouid disappoint expectations 
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It would seem according to this authority 
that there is good reasen to anticipate the 
development of a vast tin plate industry in 
Chicago irrespective of the success or failure 
of the Black Hills tin mines. Certainly the 
rolling-mill syndicate of Chicago with its 
great plants and vast Spital will be able to 
seize every advantage that may be attained 
by improved methods of manufacture, and 
may import the raw material and manu- 
facture tin piate that will supply the home 
market and even compete with Wales. II.

Impartial 
experts are not altogether satisfied on these 
points and wait further proof. Considerabie 
money has been invested in tin-mining vent- 
ures in the Black Hills in the last six or 
eight years, and yet it is claimed that nota 
ton of commercial tin has been produced. It 
may be sufficient capital has not been sup- 
plied to develop the deposits or provide proper 
plants for reducing the ores. Now, however, 
that the problem is being taken up by the 
powerful syndicate represented by the IIli- 
nois Steel Company, it ie likely the doubts 
about the Black Hills tin mines will soon be 
settled. The Chieago steel syndicate can 
afford to make thorough investigation and all 
needed experiments, for in case of success it 
will win a big prize, and at any rate before 
engaging in the tin plate manufacture it will 
want positive information about the Black 
Hills tin deposits.

The Presbyterian General Assembly Dis- 
cusses How Best to Influence Them for 
Good—Infidelity Said to Be Increasing 
with Immigrants Who Are Filling the 
Country— Duty of Americans to Edu- 
cate Their Black Brothers Proceed- 
ings of Other Religious Bodies. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—The third day’s business 
session of the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church opened this morning at 9? 
o'clock. 

Mr. Hastings, the Chairman of the Committee 
on Christian Unity, reported that negotiations 
were going on for a conference between the com- 
mittee and a committee of Congregationalists, 
and moved that the Committee on Christian 
Unity be continued. Carried. 

Dr. J. F. McGill, Chairman of the stanamg 
committee on thie Board of Missions for Freed- 
men, made his report. He said there were 
277 missionaries working under the board, 
of whom 2038 were colored, and 
102 of the 116 ordained minis- 
ters were colored also. The contributions to the 
work last year amounted to $134,450, an increase 
of 62,792 on the previous year. The freedmen 
themselves gave $31,002 for various parts of the 
work. Dr. McGill said that, although there was 
a diversity of opinion among Presbyterians in re- 
gard to matters of administration in missions for 
freedmen, they were all agreed that the work 
must be pushed. He suggested that in future 
contributions be paid directly to the boara, and 
moved that the four members of the committee 
whose term of office expired be reélected. They 
were the Rev. W. C. Burchard, the Rey. George 
T. Purvis, Mr. R. C. Totten, and Mr. S. P. Harbi- 


son. 
The Rev. Dr. Allen, Secretary of the fund for 
missions among the freedmen, spoke on the ne. 
cessity for evangelical work among the colored 
race.

The emigrant invasion, the report went 
on to say, had now got into politics, and the 
racial sympathies and prejudices that, existea 
were likely to breed trouble. It would much 
better not to recognize emigrants as a 
class at all, but let them merge in the 
general population and imbibe the American 
spirit. But many of them won't do this, the re- 
port said, and so the church must seek them out 
and take them within the pale of American 
Christianity. Fifty thousand Germans in the 
City.of New York have broken every church tie. 
Infidelity among foreigners is on the increase. 
Over 4,000,000 of the emigrants in the last four 
years were Protestants and almost 3.000, 000 were 
Romanists. The report then gave @ synopsis of 
the work done by the various Protestant denom- 
— and emigrant societies in evangelical 
work. : 

The conference then took a recess and the 
further consideration of the report on emigrant 
evangelization was postponed till tomorrow. 

In the afternoon session the Rev. Dr. Cattell 
presented the report as Chairman of the Minis- 
terial Help Committee, recommending that 
every minister who has reached the age of 70, 
and who has eae for thirty years in the 
Presbyterian Church, shall receive $300 a year 
without his case being considered annually by 
the committee, © report was adopted and the 
assembly adjourne 


Raptist Publication Society. 

Boston, Mass., May 2.—The American Bap- 
tist Pubheation Society began its sixty- 
fifth annual meeting this forenoon: The report 
of the Board of Managers showed total receipts 
for the year ending March 26, 1889, are $626, 
The assets of the society amount to $791,691. 
During the year a new engine, fifty new presses, 
a folding-machine, and an electric-light outtit 
have been added to the society's printing plant, 
at an outlay of $12,899. There have been ninety- 
eight new publications during the year. 
these 290,406 copies have been printed. The total 
number of copies of books, pamphiets, tracts 
and periodicals, new and old, printed 
during the year is 980,108.390. The number 
printed last year was 1,512,058. The total 
issues since the organization of the society num- 
ber 390,215,371 copies of books, pampniets, tracts. 
and periodiculs. Of periodicals there have been 
issued during the year 29,127,550 copies, an in- 
crease of 1,012,325 over last year. The Rev. Bos- 
ton W. Smith, Sunday-school missionary of Min- 
neapolis, said there were sixty-five churches in 
Minnesota without pastors, 

Horuce G. Jones, President of the Trustees of 
the George Nugent Homefor Baptists at Ger- 
mantown, Pa., announced that the home had a 
foundation or endowment of $300,000 or $400,000, 
and was ready toreceive all Baptist ministers 
and their wives over 60 years of age.

The Craze for City Life.

This craze for 
town life is ali wrong. If half of our 
ambitious young men who are living in a 
shabby genteel way in the _ professions 
and in dry goods steres would put their brains 
and energy into farming our country districts 
would soon become thickly settled, and, with 
well tilled farms, comfortable nodera cottages, 
and good roads, life outside of the towns would 
be in every way superior to the mode of existence 
found within the walls of our crowded cities. The 
towns do not need an influx of population from 
the country, but the country needs a lot of town 
people to take hold ot the farms ano produce 
something. We can get along without more law- 
yers and dry goods clerks, but we need more 
farmers—we need their products, their. healthy 
influence. and their aid in running the Govern- 
ment.—Atiania Constitution. 


Exploration by Balloon. 

An aeronaut now in this city makes an inter- 
esting suggestion. “Has anybody,” be says, 
“ever used the balloon in the exploration of 
Central Africa or proved that it would not be 
serviceable?

ELEMENTS OF BEAUTY IN DRESS. 


Mrs., Corbin’s Lecture Befere the Illinois 
Women’s Press Association. 

Mrs. Caroline F. Corbin delivered a lecture on 
“The Elements of Beauty in Women's Dress” 
at the Illinois Press Association Rooms, No. 127 
La Salle street, last night. A large audience 
greeted her. Mrs. Corbin has had a great deal 
to say on the subjectof dress during the last 
few years, and has a constantly widening circle 
of admirers, because her views on dress reform 
embrace both beauty and utility. 

Her own costume of embrofdered brown broad- 
cloth and faille was an artistic creation and an 
anomaly to most of the ladies present, because 
there was not an inch of “improvement” on 
nature about it. . 

Nothing is calculated to please the esthetic 
sense that is not harmonious in its parts,“ said 
the lecturer. ‘‘The esthetic sense is that endow- 
ment of the human mind that enables it to ap- 
prehend those things above mere utility. For 
the proper guidance of mankind in these things 
there must be aposties of beauty as well as of 
use—those whose perceptions of beauty are 
clearer, truer, and purer. These are the artists, 

ts, sculptors, those who work in and for the 
deal, the unattainable. And these have sought 
and found the source of beauty in the humaa 
form divine. 

“A thing of beauty is a joy forever. Utility 
changes through destiny, environments, or ca- 
price. but nothing is beautiful in one age and 
ugly in another. But the two are not opposed, 
because it is one of the principles of art that 
where use and beauty are conjoined it has a beau- 
tiful use that harmonizes a thing to its own 
end. A water jug ernamented until it would not 
hold water would be an absurdity, but fashion 
often makes a dress seem beautiful when it an 
swers none of the purposes for which a dress was 
intended. 

Dress originated in warm climates, and the 
first examples we have of a covering for the 
form were in free and graceful lines—s covering 
that was not oppressive and that permitted the 
freest movements. It was only beautiful be 
cause of its simplicity and freedom. As civiliza- 
tion progressed and wealth increased dress be- 
came a necessity and astudy and produced in- 
fallible guides in classic robes that draped the 
goddess and saint alike—religion ana art were 
once so near together. So long as these were 
the arbiters of taste beauty fared well, utility 
too. It was the march of events, climatic 
changes, discoveries, the exigencies of active 
life that first compelled use at the expense of 
beauty and then perverted ideas of both through 
an attempt to reach the old ideal of beauty. 

“The corset, the chief instrument of torture, 
originated in the band crossed under the busts by 
Greek girls. This portion of the female body 
seems to need support, and the fact is recog- 
nized by early sculptors; but the flexible band as 
sumed its worst form in the middle ages, when 
morals were at the lowestebb. The emancipa- 
tion from this relic of the dark ages is not yet 
pronounced, but the form of it improves with 
the education of women to an understanding of 
their internal structure. The centuries of 
slavery, when considered as created only for the 
pleasure of men, have left their impress on the 
minds of the advanced of today. Custom and 
heredity have their baleful influence, and women 
are long in outgrowing them.” 

Mrs. Corbin then gave an exhaustive treatise 
on the organic structure and sympathetic 
nerve system of the body feminine 
to show the injury done to this 
and future generations by compression of 
the waist. Still, practical obstacles to adopting 
classic drapings were well understood. Our 
climate demands that the body should be fitted 
snugly; beauty demands that it should be 
draped. It is possible to combine the two and 
heme § results that bring out all the greceful 

ines of the form. Thecramped false lines of the 

fashion plate are opposed to both. By conform- 
ing to this false model, health, happiness, tem- 
per. 22 and beauty are all sacrificed. 

“The coming woman,“ said Mrs. Corbin at the 
close, “it is supposed, will conquer several 
things now within the provinceof man. When 
she does and comes to crown herself for her 
deeds she will not be able to do it herself, as did 
Napoleon I., because she can’t even put her hat 
on after her dress is buttoned.“ 


NO PROPOSITION FROM THE TRUST,

The officers of the latter promised to negotiate 
at once. They have failed to act on that promise. 
They have been putting off fulfillment from day 
today. The Mayor expected an offer from the 
trust yesterday, but none was made, The Alder- 
men inquired about it. and when they found that 
the trust had not acted they said: Those fellows 
— Gas Trust agents] have been fooling with 

regier. They will do nothing now till the Legis- 
lature adjourns. Then they will snap their 
fingers at the Mayor and tne Council. In the 
meantime consumers continue to pay $1.% per 
thousand for the so-called illumination. 

Representative Grokoski said yesterday in this 
connection: “Thereis no chance of the Legis- 
lature passing the bill giving the Council the 
power to reguiate the price of gas. Every ob- 
stacie has been thrown in its way by the nts 
of the trusts at Springfield, and the friends, or 
pretended friends, of the measure have not been 
zealous in pushing it. A bill that was allowed 
to sleep four months in committee could not be 
expected to be passed during the last month of 
the session.“

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


CHARGES MADE AGAINST THE GRAND 
TRUNK BY COMPETING LINES. 


Traffic Manager Reeve Says the Charges 
Are Baseless and Will Prove His State- 
ment Before the Inter-State Commis 
sioners—Chairman J. T. R. McKay of 
the Freight Committee—Milling in Tran- 
sit—Fares to the G. A. K. Meeting at 
Milwaukee—Other Kailroad Notes. 


Traffic Manager Reeve of the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk can probably afford to smile when be 
hears the inuendos ana open charges uttered 
against his company by the managers of com- 


peting lines. He certainly smiled yesterday 


when his attention was called to various pub- 
lished complaints that the Grand Trunk was un- 
fairly taking advantage of the American roads 
in that, not being tightly bound by the fetters of 
ine Inter-State Commerce law, it was, by means 
of rebates and various improper concessions, 
appropriating to itself nearly all of the pie. Mr. 
Reeve said he would like to see the people who 
are finding fault with we Grand Trunk come 
forward with their evidence, if they have any. 
The records of the Central Traffic Association, 
he said, would show that the Grand Trunk was 
acting fully in harmony with the Inter-State 
Commerce law, whether it was obliged to or not, 
and the books of the company were at any 
time open to the inspection of a competent in- 
vestigating committee. The road makes no dis- 
criminations, said Mr. Reeve, either in favor of 
Canadians or Americans. The charge that Cana- 
dians were favored in a manner hostile to Amor- 
ican business-men would seem ludicrous to any 
man who took the trouble of making à trip 
through Canada. He would find the Canadians 
compiaining of the Grand Trunk more bitterly 
than any one on this side of the border. Mr. 
Reeve expressed great confidence that the ex- 
pected investigation to be made in this city by 
the Inter-State Commission would the 
Grand Trunk out with colors flying. 


Committee Business. 

The Joint Committee of the Central Traffic 
Association transacted at its recent meeting 
some business of general interest. The most im- 
portant, perhaps, was the abolishment of the 
cotton and tobacco rates committees and the ap- 
pointmentin their stead of a single committee 
to be known as the Southern Products Commuit- 
tee, with the following members: 8S.

The Freight Committee, acting upon the resig- 
nation of its Chairman, J. T. R. McKay, whose 
impaired health has made a vacation compul- 
sory. adopted highly complimentary resolutions 
and voted not to accept his resignation, his posi- 
tion to await his reacceptance upon his return. 

With reference to milling in transit the Freight 
Commitcee continued the following resolution, 
making it applicable to business originating 
within Central Traffic Association territory: 
That from the present tu e the inspectors be 
instructed to treat shipments governed by the 
rules for miiling in transit as original shipments 
from the original point of the grain to destina- 
tion, adding to the proportion of line which per- 
forms the milling in transit service the one and 
one-half cents per hundred arbitrarily allowed 
for that purpose.“ 

Chairman Blanchard was instructed to appoint 
a committee of five to consider the subject of 
east-bound lake and rail differentials. 


To Succeed Manager Mellen.

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Minnesota Panishment of Intemperance. 

One ot the most significant facts of the day 1s 
the attention paid by lawmaking bodies and by 
society in general to the temperance question. 
A cousiderable part of all that is said on the sub- 
ject is ill-considered and not a little of the. legis- 
lation is ill-advised, but this continuous discus- 
sion is a present benefit and a hopeful augury. 
A universal conviction of the enormous burden 


which drunkenness imposes is the first essential 


step toward relief, and we think it safeto say 
that conviction upon this point has spread fur- 
ther during the last ten years than in a century 
previous. Tens of thousands of persons who are 
notin the habit of troubling themselves with 
statistics, and who ure perhaps incapable of close 
reasoning. have had a consciousness of the huge 
waste inflicted by the liquor traffic somewhat 
suddenly * borne in upon 
ical phrase was. 

Of all the efforts lately made to diminish the 
evils of intemperance none is so interesting as 
the novel, * not original, experiment which 
Minnesota is about to try. While one school of 
reformers is constantly developing new zeal in 
the attempt to prove that drunkenness is a dis- 
ease Minnesota formally deciares that it isa 
crime, and im a fine or imprisonment for 
the first two offenses, and for every subsequent 
offense imprisonment for not less than sixty nor 
more than ninety days. This experiment is like- 
ly to produce some curious iesults, and is worth 
amore fearless and efficient trial than it will 

robably have. It ought to be watched closely 
by All, and notleastso by those who attribute 
littie of no moral responsibility to the drunkard, 
for it may be expected to throw some vaiuable 
light upon their contention. Moreover, it ought 
not to provoke their immediate resentment, for 
supposing that drunkenness is a disease, it does 
not follow that it may not be best treated by 
heroic measures. Hysteria is unquestionably a 
disease, but itis sometimes cured by a shower- 
path, and aboard ship a cat-o’-nine-tails has been 
known to 2 y satisfactory results.—

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OUR TRADE WITH EUROPE. 


THE PROPORTION or OUR AGRICULT- 
URAL PRODUCTS SOLD ABROAD. 


Statistician Dodge of the Agricultural De- 
partment Makes an Interesting Report 
—Some Suggestions to Farmers—Army 
Circles Greatly Interested in the Forth- 
coming Appointment of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Drum's Successor—General Wash- 


ington News. ‘ 


Wasurncorton, D. C., May 20.— The May 
port of the statistician of the Agricultural 
Department contains the result of the inves- 
tigation of the deficiencies of surplus of each 
European nation, especially in the produc- 
tion of American agricultural products that 
seek foreign markets. As a single year’s 
data would be misleading the average im- 
ports and exports of ten years are taken to 
obtain the net deficiency of surplus. The 
net European deficiency is thus shown as to 
the cereals, fibres, butter, cheese, etc., iu 
connection with European productions. The 
question of possible enlargement of exporta- 
tion in quantity and variety is canvassed 
and the opportunities for displacing any im- 
portation by enlarged producwon are pointed 
out. 5 
Some of the figures given in the statement 
prepared by Mr. Dodge are startling. As to 
wheat, he says that Europe is practicaily the 
only market that Americacan have for this 
cereal, and she imports only 144,000,000 bush- 
els ‘a year, raising 1,200,000,000 bushels her- 
self, more than haif the world’s crop and 
twice that of all America. Of the Huropean 
deficiency the United States supplies 95,000,- 
000 bushels. In oats and barley there is a 
small international trade, Europe importing 
only 19,000,000 bushels of oats and 
the United States exporting 2,500,000 
bushels. Of barley this country im- 
ports 7,500,000 bushels. Rye is the 
great bread grain of Eastern and Central 
Europe, and Russia alone produces more than 
does the United States. Europe imports not 
less than 1,500,000 bushels, and the United 
States exports less than 8,000,000 bushels. 
The receipts of European countries requiring 
maize do not make a sum halt as la as the 
precast of Illinois, or of Iowa, or Missouri. 

reat Britain take» nearly three-fourths of 
the total, or 62,000,000 busnels, and this coun- 
try exports 68,000,000 bushels. The deficiency 
of France could be supplied by McLean 
County, Illinois, and Germany requires still 
less. ttussia and Roumania have a surplus, 
and Southern Europe grows enough for home 
consumption. 

Europe imports over 1,000,000,000 pounds of 
rice, but none of it comes from the United 
States. f potatoes Europe grows more 
than she needs, while the United States sup- 
plies her 8 from Canada and Ger- 
many. Only G Britain, Belgium, and 
Portugal of all European nations do not pro- 
duce enough butter and to spare. To make 
up the deficiency—25,000,000 pounds—the 

nited States * 24,000,000, It requires 
140,000,000 pounds of cheese to sop ly the 
European deficiency, of which 118,000, are 
furnished by the United States. Of course 
Europe has to import all her cotton, me 
average annual imports being 2.636, 000. 000 

unds. The United States sends her 1,850,- 

,000 pounds. 

Mr. 8 says: This country is only ex- 
ceeded by Great Britain in cotton manufact- 
ure, and should, ere many decades pass, at- 
tain the first rank. There has beenagreater 
relative advance in consumption of cotton in 
continental countries during the last ten 
years than in Great Britain.“ 

BUROPE’S IMPORTATION OF WOOL. 

Europe gets from South America, Asia, 
Africa, and Australia two or three times as 


much wool as she imports from the United 


States. The net deficiency of Europe is 
780,000,000 pounds, slightly more than is pro- 
duced there. The United States produces 
four-fifths of the wool manufactured here, 
The aim of the woolgrower of this country 
18 to supply the home manufacturer if possi- 
ble—never to export raw wool. If there ever 
shall be a surplus it will bring more money 
to the woolgrower if sent abroad in the man- 
ufactured form. The United States im- 
ports net 69,000,000 pounds of wool every 
ear. 

The statement shows that Europe produces 
about as much tobacco as the United States 
500,000, 000 pounds annually—and could 
easily produce ali she needs, but the Ameri- 
can tobacco is desired for tworeasons: It 
is cheap and desirable for fortifying the Eu- 
ropean product. So the United States fur- 
nishes 242,000,000 pounds of the annual de- 
ficiency of 324,000,000 pounds. 

In conclusion the statistician says: 

About one-tenth of our agricultural products 
is exported. No other nation exports so large 
aproportion. Yet the articles shipped abroad 
are few. They are cotton, tobacco, meats, bread- 
stuffs, and cheese. All other articles together are 
but3 percent of the exports. Enlargement of 
the surplus must inevitably reduce the price 
both at home and abroad. | 

What other product can de exported? It is 
folly to look to foreign nations for a market of 
any of the bulky products of agriculture which 
are common to the agricuitura of every nation. 
The more concentrated products may be profita- 
hly exported. More cheese could be sold if its 
reputation for quality should be kept up and 
there were more disposition to cater to fastid- 
ious or peculiar foreign tastes. Butter exports 
could be enlarged if they were of better quality. 
Evaporated or preserved fruits, oranges of the 
Southern or Pacific coast, wines from Califor- 
nia, may seek a profitable market as surplus 
stocks as a safety valve to the home market.

Chief Mayes Says the Lands Will Not Be 
Sold Uniess the Government Is Willing 
to Offer Good Prices for Them—The 
Appointment of Dr. Wilcox Not Likely 
to Be Withdrawn—Senator Farwell Has 
an Interview with the President— Wash- 
ington Notes. 

WasHinoton, D. C., May 20.—[Special.}]— 
Advices received at the Interior Depart- 
ment from Chief Mayes of the Cherokee 
Nation state plainly that the Indians will not 
sell off any of their lands unless the Govern- 
ment is willing to offer good prices for nem. 
When the commission appointed for the pur- 
pose of negotiating with the Indians for 
their lands visit the indians they will be hos- 
pitably treated by the Cherokee chiefs. This 
is the assurance which comes direct from 
Chief Mayes. The Cherokee officials prom- 
ise to look carefully after the welfare of the 
commission, and any propositions they have 
to make will be patiently heard and consid- 
ered. Whether the Uherokees sell or not, it 
will be their aim to proceed siowly and be- 
fore committing themselves learn what the 
commission has to offer. When the commis- 
sion has had a talk with the officials the chiefs 
will be in a position to know whether it is 
advisu bie or not to call the council together 
to propose such constitumonal changes as the 
indians may deem expedient. Sec. 2 of Art. 
1 of the Constitution of the Cherokee Na- 
tion says: Ihe lands of the Cherokee Na- 
tion shall remain common property.“ Before 
the Cherokee people can make a sale of their 
common domain itis necessary to amend this 
section of the Constitution. To do this re- 
quires as follows: 

The National Council may propose such amend. 
ments to this Constitution as two-thirds of each 
branch may deem expedient, and the Principal 
Chief shall issue a proclamation directing ali 
civil officers of the several districts to meet at 
least six mouths previous to the next general elec- 
tion. And if at the first session of the National 
Councii after such general election two-thirds of 
each branch shall ratify such proposed amend- 
ments they shail be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses as parts of this Constitution, provided that 
such amendments shall be read on three several 
days in each branch, as well when the same are 
propesed as when they are r atified. 

As Chief Mayes up to this time has not 
called a council to meet the representatives 
of the Government the outlook is discourag- 
ing for a speedy opening of the Cherokee 
strip. Even should it be deemed expedient 


by the Indians to accede to the offer to be 
made by the commission it will be at least 
six mouths before the strip can be opened 
according to provisions made in the Chero- 
kee Constitution. 


Senator Farwell left for Chicago this even- 
ing. He said he hoped that he would not 
have to return to Washington before Decem- 
ber next, but he was not positive that his 
hope would be gratified. He found no dispo- 
sition on the part of the Administration to 
make changes, yet towards the istof July 
harvest will probably begin and the head of 
an Internal Revenue Collector will fall into 
the basket, possibiy along with that of a Cus- 
toms Collector. The Senator went to the 
White House today in company with Asa 
Matthews to follow up his written protest 
against the appointment of Dr. Wilcox as 
Internal Revenue Collector for the Spring- 
field district. He spent half an hour with 
President Harrison, but when Repre- 
sentative Cannon slipped up to the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion later in the day he 
found that tnere was no danger of 
Wilcox losing tie prise he had gained. Sen- 
ator Farwell toid the President that he 
thought it outrageous treatment of Senator 
Cullom for the Collector in his home district 
to be selected as had been done. Besides 
this he felt some personai interest, as he had 
been anxious to see Dr. Calhoun appointed. 
The President replied that the Administra- 
tion had been at pains to oblige both the II- 
linois Senators in a number of matters, and 
he was of the belief that it was right to con- 
sult the Representatives also in certain af- 
fairs. Senator Farwell replied that if a new 
precedent was to be set regarding Senatorial 
patronage he should not quarrel with it, but 
he wanted to understand the situation clear- 
ly. The interview was frank on both sides 
and was without any show of temper.
